Claims 1 nad 2 as amended directed to a liquid dish cleaning composition 
comprising three different surfactants as defined, an amido alkyl amine such as 
C8/C10 amido propyl amine (see p. 12, Example 1, line 8), solubilizing system, 
alkyl polyglucoside and amine oxide surfactant and water present in specific 
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ranges and having a defined viscosity'are deemed allowable over the prior art of 
record, the most pertinent of which is US Pat. 5, 998,347 to D'Ambrogio et al 
which discloses a composition silent as to inclusion of an amido alkyl amine or 
the benefits obtained thereby (see instant specification at p. 12, line 8 et seq. t in 
that this art does not disclose or suggest, individually or in combination, the 
subject liquid dish washing composition.
